Creecy Starts Immediately to 
Get the Statements of 
Tulley and Steer. 


WEEK’S DELAY CAUSED 





France Required Under Treaty 
to Hold the Prisoner Only 
“Reasonable T ime.” 





A telegram received by Chief of Po- 
lice Creecy, Thursday, from Sergt. John 
McMullen, special agent, on his way to 
Paris to bring back M. Dwight Fort- 
ner, fugitive real estate dealer, accused 
of forgery, and held a prisoner in Paris, 
indicates that Fortner will be tried by 
the French Government before he can 
be extradicted. 

McMullen’'s telegram sent from Wash- 
ington, D. ~-., reads: 

“Am returning Fortner papers. Must 
have authenticated affidavits of crimé 
charged in indictment. Get these to 
attach to papers when received. Will 
write.’’ 

When McMullen was sent from St. 
Louis it was thought he would be able 
to proceed at once to Paris, after show- 
ing his credentials and papers to the 
State Department at Washington. 
Thought Indictment Was Sufficient. 

The Circuit Attorney’s staff and the 
Police Department thought it would be 
sufficient to show to the French Govern- 
ment that Fortner is under indictment, 
charging him with forgery in connection 
with the H. C.. Tulley check, on which 
he obtained $11,000 from St. Loufs banks. 

Now it fs Apparent that the magistrate 
who will pass on the application for 
extradition must be satisfied that Fort- 
ner actually committed the crime of 
which he is accused. 

“It practically will amount to a trial 
of the case,’ said Chief Creecy,. “We 
will have to submit all of the evidence 
which was placed before the grand jury 
and, in addition to this, we must submit 
new affidavits of the witnesses certify- 
ing that they testified before the. grand 
jury in accordance with the official re- 
port of that body ;, 

“Mr. Tulley must certify. that his 
name was forged. Mr. Steer must make 
an affidavit telling the circumstances 
under which he gave the check to 
Fortner. 

“Officials of all the banks which had 
any part in the transaction must sub- 
mit and certify all of their evidence 
tending to show that Fortner's action 
in handling the bheck was fraudulent. 

“In addition, the Circuit Attorney 
must make affidavit that the 
charged is a violation of the Missouri 
statutes, and state the exact penalties 
provided by law for the offense.’ 

The Chief says he will at gfce start 
to obtain the affidavits. 

Week's Delay Is Expected. 

It is believed there will be a delay 
of at least a week before McMullen will 
be able to start across the Atlantic for 
Fortner. 

Under treaty agreements, the French 
government is required to hold the pete 
oner only “a reasonable length of time.” 
How long that time will be rests with 
the French government, which was nott!- 
fied nearly a week ago that McMullen 
was on his way to Paris.

S EASY 10 Stt

Heavenly Vagabond Busily 
Violating All Speed Laws 
of the Sky. 


FR. BRENNAN SAW 
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Solid Substances Following 
Comet Are Minute in Size, 
Says Scientist. 





The Brooks comet, discovered a few 


days ago, scorching around the sun at 
a rate that violates all sky speed laws, 
is visible from St. according to 
the Rev.

nary, Father_Brennan has been watch- 
ing the heavenly vagabond for two 
days. 

The comet, as comets go, is a little fel- 
low, but he makes a bright light in the 
sky. Because of its close proximity to 
the sun, its ‘Shead’’ cannot be seen, but 
the flowing tail, made up of countless 
millions of tiny particles of meteoric 
matter and gases which reflect light, is 
a gleaming spot in the sky. 

Father Brennan says that the comet 
is plainly visible at the moment of sun- 
set a little ahove and a little to the 
south of the sun. It is also visible at 
sunrise, and just béfore sunrise, a little 
above and a little to the east of the sun. 

“It is likely that the comet will re- 
main visible but a few days,’ Father 
Brennan told a Post-Dispatch reporter. 
‘Nothing in space travels as fast as a 
comet at periheli hat is, when it 
swings around t n and is between 
the earth and the sun. The Brooks 
comet wll pass out of our sight in a 
short time.’”’ 

The appearance of the comet has cre- 
ated considerable. discussion among as- 
tronomers in New York. Prof. Edwin 
Fairfax Naulty of 150 Fifth avenue, a 
student of astronomy, according toa 
press dispatch, says that the comet is 
traveling at a rate of many million 
miles a minute. 

The New York dispatch says: 

The comet, whose ¢ A or’ Gi- 
rect light was seen by Mr. Naulty last 
evening, was discovered by Prof. Wil- 
liam R. Brooks of Hobart College, Ge- 
noa, N. Y., on Monday morning, and by 
a coincidence its approach was noted 
the same afternoon in New York by 
Mr. Naulty. 

He said the comet was between the 
earth and the sun, and that at sunset 
last night its light was at cross angles 
with the rays of the sun. 

He said it might be visible to any ob- 


astronomy 


server in the early morning or at twi-, 


light and that its near approach might 
be heralded then by a great rainbow 
in the heavens. Its position last night, 
with relation to the sun, he said, 
caused its light to be prismatic. 

To see the comet in the morning, he 
said, the observer should look toward 
the North Pole and at sunset at a point 
southwest of the sun. In this instance 
the rays of light indicated that the 
comet was approaching the sun from 
an opposite point to the east, with its 
orbit curved like a parabola and hav- 
ing its climax at perihelion between 
the earth and the sun. 

The relative positions of the sun, 
earth, comet and observer did not per- 
mit him to see the head of the comet, 
which was visible to Prof. Brooks, he 


said, but the coincidence of the two ob-« 


servations tended to show that the new 
comet would soon appear to the west- 
ward of the sun. \ 

Mr. Naulty takes no credit as the dis- 
coverer of the comet, but regards it 
merely as a coincidence that his ob- 
servations led him to surmise the ap- 
proach of a comet in the afternoon of 
the day that Prof. Brooks discovered 
it. He was experimenting with the ef- 
fect of sunlight upon spherical and plain 
lenses at 4:30 o’clock Monday and when 
the sun was at an angle of 30 degrees. 

He noticed a strange radiation in the 
Western sky; the appearance was that 
of great rays of light, and his know!l- 
edge of astronomy led him to surmise 
that these were due to the comoradia, 
or the lines ef light radiated from a 
comet. 


No Danger to Earth. 


“There is absolutely no danger to the 
earth in contact with the comet’s tail,’’ 
said Mr. Naulty, “for the ‘tail’ is mere- 
ly the reflection.or trangsmiasion of sun- 
light through the heavens, focussed and 
transmitted by the head of the comet, 
which is composed of gaseous elements 
acting as a tremendous spherical Jens.” 

The curved tails of comets, he ex- 
plained, did not conflict with that the- 
ory. They only appear curved because 
a long straight line viewed from the 
earth at a sufficient distance becomes 
apparently concave. 

‘‘Danger from contact with the comet 
itself would be nothing,’’ he went: on, 
“assuming that the gaseous elements 
are always as shown by the spectrum. 
The only dan er would be contact with 
the solid substances following a comet 
in its orbit, and as these always have 
been minute in size, they are, except In 
rare cases, dissipated with gas by the 
friction resulting from their passage 
through the air to the earth.”

Preparing Petition to Have 
Former. Detective Chief 
Reinstated.. 





Acting on the  ~Obelief that the 
Detective Bureau is to be reorganized 
by Gov. Hadley and the new Board of 
Police Commissioners, men of power 
and influence in the city and State 
have started a movement to bring abot 
the reappointment of William Desmond 
as Chief of Detectives of St. Louis. 
Persistent rumors that Chief Smith 
will be deposed and that a motion for 
that action will have the votes of the 


newly appointed commissioners—Laird 


and ‘Teichmann—have led the friends of 


the former Chief to bélieve they have a 
good chance for success in their efforts 
to have him reinstated. 

Petition Being Prepared. 

A petition is being prepared for circv 

lation among St. Louis men who be- 
lieve that Desmond did not have a 
“square deal’’ at the hands of the Board 
which reduced him to the rank of Lieu- 
tenant in January, 1907, and which later 
accepted his resignation. 
Gov. Hadley, Jeptha D. Howe and 
other men who are belfeved to have 
weight in the administration of State 
affairs have been seen already in Des- 
mond’s interest. 


Desmond Joined Force in 1876. 
Desmond joined the police force as a 
patrolman May 20, 1876, and served in 
the department continuously for 31 
years. He was serving: his second long 
term as Chief of Detectives when he 
was deposed. 

The entry made on the record book 
of the board showed merely that this 
action was taken ‘‘for the good of the 
department.”’ 

The board which reduced Desmond 
was appointed by Gov. Folk for the ex- 
pressed purpose of ‘‘taking the police 
out of politics.” 

While no specific charges were made 
against Desmond, members of the board 
said they held him officia..y responsi- 
ble for failing to check corruption in 
his department. Investigation of this 
corruption caused a shake-up in which 
many detectives and police were 
dropped from the rolls. 

Desmond's friends believe that under 
the new conditions which now prevail, 
and without the hampering influence of 
politics, he should be permitted to re- 
sume his place as head of the merpetes 
Bureau. 

Desmond severed his connection with 
the department March ll, 1907, after 
serving two months as a lieutenant.

NEW YORK, May 27.—The North Ger- 
man-Lloyd passenger steam Prinzessin 
Alice, ran aground near Forth Wads- 
worth, Staten Isiand, today, while pass- 
ing out of the harbor for Bremen.

Presbyterian Assembly Com- 
mends Their Example in 
Turning Teetotalers. 





DENVER, Colo., May 27.—President 
Taft, Emperor William and President 
Eliot of Harvard University, were plac- 
ed on “‘dry’’ pedestals by the General 
Assembly of the Presbyterian church 
today, when their example of turning 
teetotalers after many years was com- 
mended in the report of the temperance 
committee of the Assembly. 

The temperance report advocates far- 
reaching reforms which it is supposed 
to achieve by memorials to Congress. 
Here are some of them: 

That the receipt of revenue in any 
form from the liquor traffic be discon- 
tinued. 

That the Federal Government shall no 
longer issue liquor tax receipts in pro- 
hibition territory. 

That inter-State shipments of liquor 
be discontinued. 

That a prohibitory zone twenty-five 
miles in width be established around 
every Indian reservation. 

That the mails be closed to the ad- 
vertising or the distribution of liquor. 

The report was read and commented 
on by Dr. Luther A. Ostrander, D. D., 
of New York. 

The report commended one fraternal 
order “heretofore noted for its convivial 
membership” for its action in discon- 
tinuing the sale of, or drinking of, 
liquor about the lodge premises. 

Newspapers which carry liquor adver- 
tisements fell under the ban of the as- 
sembly, it being recommended that such 
papers be not patronized, 

“Social drinking’ also received a set- 
back, when it was urged that the wom- 
en’s societies of the church make war 
on this evil and muke it their business 
to fight the use of liquor in women’s 
clubs and in the home. 

The last Sunday in October was set 
aside as ‘“‘temperance day.”’

Kreismann Tells How Cleve- 
land and Railroad Each 
Paid for Crossings. 





Mayor Kreismann and Maxime Reber, 
President of the Board of Public Im- 
provements, returned Thursday ‘from 
Cleveland. The Mayor stopped in Ohio 
on his way home from New York, and 
called President Reber to Cleveland 
Tuesday to inspect railway crossings in 
Cleveland and to learn how that city has 
handled the gradée-crossing problem. 

‘Cleveland has solved the. grade- 
crossing problem along liberal lines,”’ 
Mayor Kreismann said. “The city and 
the railroads each paid half the cost 
of the crossings. The plan worked ad- 
mirably there, and we expect to profit 
by Cleveland’s experience. 

“The plan, I think, would work well 
in St. Louis, but I shall make no rec- 
ommendations in the matter.’’ 

The city officials of Cleveland have 
agreed to send all their ordinances and 
data on crossings to the Municipal As- 
sembly of St. Louis. 

An ordinance. already has passed the 
Municipal Assembly, providing for ‘tiie 
depression of the tracks of the Frisco, 
Iron Mountain and Missouri Pacific 
railroads between Chouteau avenue and 
King’s highway, putting all the cost on 
the railways, and a similar measure is 
pending relating to Compton and Ewing 
avenues, where those thoroughfares are 
crossed by the Frisco, Wabash, Mis- 
souril Pacific and Terminal tracks.

others in Miss McCasland’s launch 
thought the fluttering distres signal was 
a joke and refused to respond, she 
seized the tiller herself and guided her 
launch to the disabled boat, reaching it 
just as waves threatened to swamp it. 

Miss McCasland, who is 16 years old, 
was modest in writing of the _ af- 
fair to her mother, Mrs. <. O. McCas- 
land, who lives at the Buckingham Club, 
but her companions give her credit for 
considerable bravery and presence of 
mind. 

Five Throop. students—George and 
Walter White, brothers, Walter Haynes 
and two others, were in a gasoline 
launch several miles from shore last 
Saturday, when their engine became dis- 
abled and it, was discovered they had 
left their anchor at the boathouse. 
Without anchor and motive power, the 
frail launch was at the mercy of the 
heavy swell and was tossed about vio- 
lently, shipping water with every rofl. 
The five boys were in danger of drown- 
ing and one of them tied his handker- 
chief to a pole and hoisted ft as a dis- 
tress signal. 

Miss McCasland, with Louise Tau- 
ton, Mabel Hoffman, Ben Haynes, Jo- 
seph Beek and Walter Hess, fellow 
students, were in another launch, hal?

Realty. Dealer Never Should 
Have Been Indicted on the 
Facts, Says Court. 





Josiah A. Parker, real estate dealer 
and church worker, was exonerated in 
Judge Shields’ court Thursday of any 
intent to defraud Lovell H. Rousseau. 
at whose instance Parker was indicted 
on a charge of embezzlement. 

Judge Shields discharged Parker and 
in a strong speech from the bengh he 
said the indictment never should have 
been returned, as there was not the 
slightest evidence that Parker had done 
anything wrong. 

Newton Aska the. Dismissal. 

The case against Parker was not to 
come up until the next term. but As- 
sistant Circuit Attorney Newton. real- 
izing the weakness of the evidence, went 
into court and asked permission to en- 
ter a nolle prosequi. 

“Your honor,” he said, ‘“‘there is no 
evidence to justify taking this case 
to a jury. It is the case of an enfee- 
bled man, who thought he had been 
wronged and has since learned his mis- 
take. I have a letter from him, asking 
that the charge be dropped.” 

“I cannot dismiss the case until I have 
heard the facts,”’ said Judge Shields. 

Attorney Themas B. Harvey, repre- 
senting Parker, outlined the facts. 

‘Mr. Parker,’ he said, “is a member 
of the Empire Real Estate Investment 
Co., which has large noldings’in St. 
Louis County. Mr. Rousseau purchased 
$5000 of sto@k In the company. Later. 
the same interests incorporated the St. 
Louis County Title & Realty Co., and 
Mr. Rousseau invested $3000 in that. 

“In the financial stringency of 1907 
real estate business was at a stand- 
still. Mr. Rousseau, an invalid, who 
could not leave his home, became im- 
patient because he was receiving no 
returns on his investment. and he 
jumped to the conclusion that he was 
being defrauded. The books of both 
companies show that he is fully cred- 
ited with his investments.” 

“This case should never have come 
into court,” said Judge Shields. “I fail 
to see why this man should have been 
indicted on the evidence. I fall to see 
that any crime has been committed. 
Mr. Parker is discharged.” :

SENATOR STONE’S REVENUE VOTE. 

Senator Stone’s defense against the charge that 
in voting for a duty of 25 cents a ton for iron 
ore he supported’ protection, is more ingenious 
than convincing. 

The Senator says he voted for a revenue duty 
but he refrained from saying. how much reve- 
nue could be derived from the iron ore tax. Last 
year less than 800,000 tons of iron ore was im- 
ported into the United States. Of this 579,608 
tons came from Cuba, the duty on which is 26 
per cent less than upon ore imported from other 
countries. The revenue on Cuban ore at 20 cents 
a ton will amovunteto less than $120,000, and upon 
all other ore imports the tax will be less than 
$50,000, making a total of about $170,000 a year— 
a bagatelle, 

But 25 cents a ton is about 10 per cent ad va- 
lorem. The total home production of iron ore in 
1907 was 51,720,619 tons, valued at $141,996,147. 
Ten per cent of this latter sum is $13,199,614. The 
Government will receive about $170,000, but the 
ore producing corporations will be able to,add 
$13,199,614 to their legitimate profits. Being able 
to produce ore and manufacture iron and steel 
cheaper than anywhere else the duty on the ore 
and the iron anc steel products is velvet—a clear 
grab from the consumers. 

But according to the testimony of Judge Gary 
before the House Ways and Means Committee 
the United States Steel Corporation now controis 
62% per cent of al] the iron ore deposits in the 
United States, and with its reserved holdings will 
soon control all the ore; it will have a complete 
monopoly of ore. Most of the remainder of 37% 
per cent of the ore is controlled by corporations 
in alliance with the Steel Trust, which is thus 
enabled to control the ore and steel markets. 

The 10 per cent duty, therefore, is merely a 
bonus to the United States Steel monopoly. It is 
a clear graft, not needed for protection and not 
fruitful of revenue except to the Steel Trust.
